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CHAPTER 155.

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY TO SUCH PERSONS AS
HAVE COMPLIED WITH AN ACT ENTITLED “ AN ACT TO
ENCOURAGE THE PLANTING AND GROWING OF TREES,
SHRUBS, &c.” FOR THE YEAR ONE THOUSAND EIGHT
HUNDRED AND SEVENTY.SIX (1876.)

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Secriox 1. The sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000), .or
so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated
out of the general revenue fund to confirm the promises of
the State to such persons for the year one thousand eight
hundred and seventy-six (1876), as have complied with an act
entitled ““An act tO encourage the planting and growing of
trees, shrubs, &c.,”” approved February iwenty (20), one thou-
sand eight hundred and seventy-three (1873), )

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and

. after its passage.

CHAPTER 156.

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY FOR THE PURPOSE OF
PURCHASING SEED GRAIN FOR SUFFERERS FROM
GRASSHOPPER RAVAGES. '

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :
SecrroN 1. That the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars

($75,000), or as much thereof as may be necessary, bg and
the same is hereby appropriated out of any money in the

.treasury not otherwise appropriated for the purchase of seed

grain for distribution to sufferers from grasshopper ravages
as hereinafter provided. '

SEC. 2. For the purpose of ascertaining the amount of
the seed grain required by each county so devastated, it shall
be the duty of the county auditors of such counties to give
